; progress . In his family he was every thing that 
worth, warm affections, and sound prudence 
mild contribute, to m ike a mail both useful and 
amiable, re- peeled and beloved. 

In religion he would bn reckoned by many a 
latitiidinarinn, ycl it is certain that his mind was 
imbued w rit a deep sense of the divine perfec- 
lions. a constant impression of our accountable 
nature, and a lively hope of future enjoyment.— 
Accordingly, his deathbed, the test of both faith 
and works, was easy and placid, resigned and de* 
voiit, and indicated at once an unflinching retro- 
spect of the past, and a comfortable assurance of 
the future.

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THE APPROACHING ELECTION. 

In this county six candidates are before the peo 
pie for the House of Representatives in the State 
Legislature. Five of them, Messrs. Hughes, Mc- 
Kinney, Smith, Moore and Pindell are Whigs, or 
opponents to the existing administration of the 
general government. One, Judge Hickey, is a 
Democrat, or supporter of Mr. Van Buren’s ad 
ministration. We are of those who believe that 
party spirit has run too high for many years in tins 
county — to the extent of producing private ani- 
mosities and political intolerance, destructive to the 
harmony and happiness of society, and destructive 
to its best interests. We see no good reason why 
the division of parties in national politics, should 
control our State elections. The very essence of 
intolerance and persecution, in politics or religion, 
is the application of a test upon cither of those sub- 
jects, to matters which have no relation to cither. 
National politics and State politics are separate and 
distinct things, and a man may be a very good and 
faithful representative of a people in the State Le- 
gislature, who, on account of a difference of senti- 
ment, might not suit to represent the same people in 
Congress. It is anti-republican, and inconsistent 
with our complex and confederated governments 
State and National, to consolidate and amalgamate 
State legislation with National legislation, and to 
declare the entire subserviency and subordination 
of the State governments, in all matters, to the 
General government. Nothing tends more strong- 
ly to swallow up the State governments and place 
them at the footstool of the general government, 
and render them mere provinces thereof, in the 
shape of petty corporations, than to proscribe 
from all State honors and employments, all 
those who do not follow in the train of one or the 
other of the contending aspirants to the Presidency 
of the Union. It makes the respective competitors 
for the chief magistracy of the nation, perfect die 
tators and despots wherever their respective parties 
prevail. The candidates for the Presidency have 
no right to ask of their respective supporters, to 
denounce, and proscribe, and cry down, and de- 
prive of their constitutional equality and franchises, 
all who do not vote for them. They should be sa- 
tisfied with the free suffrages of the people, unawed 
by the ban of proscription. 'Then we would have 
a cheerful acquiescence by the minority in the will 
of the majority, and men would not dread to cast 
their votes freely and independently, according to 
their principles, fearless of the result. 'I here are 
other quite effectual inodes of influencing the suf- 
frages of men, besides that adopted by Napoleon, 
when he would be Emperor. He directed the 
Commissioners who took the votes of the French 
people, to inform them that they were perfectly at 
liberty to vote as they pleased; but that those who 
voted in the negative upon the question whether he 
should be Emperor, might expect to be shot within 
twenty-four hours. This is not the only method 
of intimidation. The right of free suffrage, and 
the right to aspire to State honors and employ- 
ments, are important constitutional franchises, 
which the people should cautiously guard and pro- 
tect, and of which no man or set of men should be 
deprived on account of honest differences of opin- 
ion, and the unrestrained enjoyment and exercise 
thereof. 

We confess that in regard to the election for 
the State Legislature in this county, we are some- 
what influenced by the consideration, that no mem- 
ber of the democratic party has represented the 
county for the last fifteen or sixteen years, and it 
is quite natural that the democratic party general- 
ly should be so influenced. It cannot bo ques- 
tioned, that during that time party spirit has pre- 
dominated. We think that without a change of 
principle, there is a change of feeling on this sub- 
ject, and there is now a disposition with many, to 
view things in their proper light, to make proper 
distinctions, and to enjoy the rights and privileges 
■ecured to us in the Constitution, without applying 
the bitter cup of intolerance, presented by the 
hand of political fanaticism, to the lips of our fellow 
citizens, who merely exercise the same liberty of 
thought, judgment and action. We trust that the 
election will be conducted upon fair and liberal 
grounds, and that no party line will be drawn . But 
if the Whigs as a party, having already the Senator 
from the county, shall at this election discard the 
democratic candidate, and confine their votes to 
the whig candidates, it will certainly be an evi- 
dence that the democrats have nothing to expect 
at their hands, whenever and wherever the whigs 
have power, and that there is to be no concession, 
no compromise; but that unconditional subjection 
and submission arc to be enforced and exacted. 



As it regards a probability of a vacancy in the 
Senate of the United States, the vital principle of 
democracy, to the observance of which the demo- 
cratic candidate is pledged and bound, secures to 
the majority of the county the expression and per- 
formance of their will by him. Finally, we hope 
that no party test will be applied, no party ticket 
formed; but that the people will take the list of 
the candidates, and select freely and independent- 
ly, with a view of all the circumstances, and a due 
regard for the interests, character and prosperity of 
our city, county and Stale.

By the Great Western, a gentleman in our city 
received a letter from his commercial correspon- 
dent at Liverpool, an extract from which, he lias 
politely furnished us for insertion in the Kentucky 
Gazette, as follows: 

“Liverpool, July 4th, 1839. 

“The improvement both in demand for, and price 
of cotton, which we advised in our circular of the 
12th ult, has not been maintained, and our market 
is in a more unsatisfactory condition, than any it 
has yet presented, the few sales that are effected, 
exhibit a constant decline in prices, while the ar- 
rivals have been of such magnitude, as to swell 
the stock on hand to a most inconvenient extent. 
“The falling off on deliveries for consumption and 
export now reaches 240,000 bales, and the money 
market continues in a state of such derangement, 
that discounts if obtainable at all, are at rates hith- 
erto unheard of. The only alleviations to this 
melancholy state of things are, the prospect of an 
abundant grain harvest, and the low stocks of Cot- 
ton in the interior.”

The election for members of Congress and the 
Legislature, takes place in this State, on Monday, 

Tuesday and Wednesday next. The right of suf- 
frage is a sacred trust, the exercise of which impo- 
ses upon each individual a responsibility to himself, 
his family and his country. The intelligent free- 
men of Fayette understand the obligations it im- 
poses too well, to require any importunity which 
might bear the semblance of dictation, and we 
therefore leave the whole matter to them to dispose 
of as in their judgment may seem best. At the 
same time we would suggest, that the best qualifi- 
ed men, irrespective of party, should receive our 
suffrage. In Green county, where there is a large 
democratic majority, they acton this principle, and 
elect Judge Buckner, an ardent whig.

Monroe and Allen 
counties, which have always supported democratic 
principles in nationsl politics, were last year rep- 
resented by whigs. How is it then, that the city 
of Lexington, the Athens of the West, must for- 
ever be found applying the party ban, to all aspi- 
rants to State honors or employments, regardless 
of our local interests, and of the equal constitu-i 
tutional rights and franchises of their fellow-citi- 
zens, differing with them in national politics? — I 
We ask again why this blind and uncalculating, and 
uncompromising adherance to party? It is mani- 
fo.-tly bad policy in regard to our local interest to 
show a determined intolerant spirit of proscription 
against any party in the State. Lexington cannot 
control every thing and every body. Other parts 
of the State have their own opinions and rights as 
well as she. Lexington and Fayette county should 
present itself before the Legislature with such a 
representation as will aliay prejudice and not ex- 
cite it to a flame. Nothing is so well calculated 
to engender prejudice and ill-will against this city 
and county, in the minds of the democrat party in 
the Legislature, as the idea that their fellow-citi- 
zens in the county, who agree with them in opin 
ion, are held under the ban of proscription. The 
instinctive principle of self defence, will excite 
them to a feeling of opposition to whatever comes 
from such an illiberal and unconciliatory quarter.

ARRIVAL OF THE GREAT WESTERN. 
LATEST FROM EUROPE. 

By the arrival of the sieamer Great Western, 
Capt. Hoskins, we have just received Bristol pa 
pers of July 6th, the day of her sailing, with 
London Papers of the previous. The Great Wes- 
tern brings out 110 passengers. The British 
Queen was to leave England for this country on 
the 10th of July. 

We have prepared a hasty summary of thej 
news brought by the Great Western. It is of 
considerable importance. War, it will be seen ! 
has broken out in the East. The Pacha of Egypt 
has been solemnly deposed by the Sulian. The 
commercial intelligence is glooms . Thpre exis 
ted an uncommon scarcity of money in England, 
and our staple had suffered a decline in her mar- 
ket. 

A London paper of July 1st has this paragraph: 
“Among the passengers who have reached this: 
country in the Great Western, is a gentleman 
delegated on a special mission by the Post Office 
Department at Washington to the authorities of 
our general Post Office. The object in view is 
one which will produce the greatest advantage 
in facilitating the commerce between Great 
Britain and the United States. If we uro cor- 
rectly informed, the special messenger from 
Washington is to make full inquiries into the 
plans of Mr. Howland Hill for the establishment 
of a uniform penny postage, with the view of 
extending the system to the United States at the 
earliest possible convenience. Should the Gov- 1 
ernment of the United States adopt Mr. Hill’s 
plan, letters will pass throughout the whole con 
tinent of the United States at the same rate as it 1 
is intended they shall shortly do in this country.” 
The proceedings of the Houses of Par’iament 
relate principally to the Jamaica Government bill, 
the education bill, and ihe bill on the affairs of 
Canada. The first clause of the Whig Jamaica 
bill was rejected in the Lords of Tuesday night 
(second July) by a majority of sixty nine. 'The 
clause gave to the Governor and three Council- 
lors the sole power of legislating for the Colony 
The same evening ihe Bishop of Lincoln gave 
notice that on the ensuing F riday the Archbishop 
of Canterbury would m >ve an address to her 
Majesty on the subject of the government plan of 
educaiion, praying that a measure so deeply af- 
fecting the highest interests of the people might 
not be finally adopted without affording their 
Lordships an opportunity to express an opinion 
upon the subject . 

On Friday, June 28th, Lord John Russell, on 
the subject of the Canada bills, said that it was 
not the intention of the Government to proceed 
with them, except on the intiturest consideration, 
and after affording the amplest opportunity for 
inquiry. It was therefore intended to send the 
union of the Canadas after its second reading to 
those provinces, that it might be fully known and 
discussed. 

Lady Flora Hastings expired on the afternoon 
of the 4th inst. The Queen at once ordered 
Buckingham Palace to be closed 

The 'Thames 'Tunnel is expected to be opened 
forfoot passengers in about fif een months. 

On the 28th of June, considerable excitement 
was occasioned in the money market by the pub 
lication of a notice of the Bank of England, to 
the effect that thereafter the rate of interest on 
bills of exchange and bills discounted would be 
established at 54 per cent., and that in accordance 
with a resolution of the directors, all advances 
by the bank would be made at 54 per cent, and 
that only upon the bills of exchange.

I UR KEY AND EGYPT. jtreaty may giv 

War in the East. — 'T he London papers of j acquainted 
July 4th announce, on the authority ol letters 
from Constantinople of June 12th, that the Sal- 
tan has not only declared war against Mehemet 
Ali, the Pacha of Egypt, hut as supreme Caliph 
of the Faithful and representative of the Proph- 
et, has issued sentence of excommunication 
against him and his son Ibrahim, deposing them 
from the government of Egypt and Syria. 

The sentence was pronounced on the 9ih, the 
retvnh or bull of malediction being prepared by 
the Grand Mufti, after a grave consultation of 
the most learned doctors of the Mussulman law. 

The 14th being Friday, the Mahomedan Sabbath, 
the sentence of excommunication was to be 
read in all mosques. 

The Turki h fleet left the Golden Horn in two 
divisions. The first sailed on the 8th, and the 
second on the 9th ult. They were to rendezvous 
at Gallipoli, where 10.000 marines were waiting 
to be taken on board, with large quantities of mil 
itary and other supplies. The fleet consists of 
thirty four sail of all sizes, well equipped, and 
the ctews were in high spirits. Previous to the 
sailingof the second division, the Sultan, though 
in extremely bad health, went on board the Malt 
moudi, the Admiral’s ship, to say n few words of 
encouragement to the officers and men, and to 
give them the benediction of the Prophet. 

The reception of his higline-s was most enthu- 
siastic. Among the Englishmen an board, were 
Captains Walker, C molly and Lee, the first of 
whom the Sultan raised to 'be rank of Rear Ad 
miral: Genera I Jockmus, a French officer, who 
served with distinction in Greece and Spain ; was 
likewise on board, but though kn >wn 'o he in the 
confidence of the Sultan, and one of the main- 
springs of the expedition, he has declined anv 
recognized rank, choosing to appear as the friend 
of the Captain Pacha. The Sultan hiving ta- 
ken leave of the officers, withdrew amid the roar 
of artiMerv. The destination of the fleet was 
Alexandria, which it was reported in Constanti- 
nople, Mehemet Ali had left ip a defenceless con 
dttinn. 

The Sultan’s fi nal resolution being communica- 
ted to the European Ambassadors, an imperial 
Firman was prepared, which was despatched on 
the 13th nit. hv the Stamhonl steamer, to H ifiz 
Pacha io which that General is invested with ihe 
Pachalics of Svria and Egypt. 

German papers contain letters from Constanti- 
nople of the same date, of which the following 
summary is given. 

They announce that the Egvptian army in Ara 
bia, under Kirschid Pacha, had entered Bassorah ; 
that Lord Pensonby declared 'hat the time for 
tergiversation was past, and that for acting was 
come at last; and that Admiral Rmissin was in 
ihe greatest distress, France having assumed 
some like the protectorship of Mehemet Ali. On

'The undersigned must, 
therefore, supposp that the opinion expressed in 
VI.de Lagrene’s. note rests upon inrorrecl data, and 
that better informed by the communication ofthe 
treaty which the Porte has recently made known 
to the French Ambassador at Constantinople, his 
Government will better appreciate the value and 
usefulness of a tra isaetion concluded in a spirit 
as pacific as conservative. 

That net changes, indeed, the nature ofthe

knew to be a lie. ns he walked away from bis JVe. 
gro Harbor on the 10th of June last, and he (Mill- 
er) was piesent when he done so. 

It the advertisement was to be confined entirely 
to Lexington and Fayette countv, I would take no 
notice of II, a, the name of Joseph FRYMILLER, 
passing under the fictitious signature of J. F. Miller, 
would be a sufficient reason for any man or boy, 
not only to leave his shop, but to avoid his compa- 
ny also. 1 

^ the public how it happened that I 

put Thomas under him to learn the I inning busi- 
ness. I had put him with Mr Atkinson, a gentle- 
man we I qualified to harm him the business He 
worked with him until he left this city to go to St. 
Louis: he thin gave him up, and 1 applied to Mr 
I orter, to know if he wanted »*n apprentice; lie 
informed me that he did not. I then asked him if 
r»c he knew any thing about Miller, and wh« re he 
was from. He told uie that he knew nothing about 
the man, but that he had been informed that he 
came fiom Louisville. ] then went to Miller, (ns 
there was but the two tin-shops in the ci tv ,) who 
agreed to take him, (Thomas.; and ‘to furnish a 
competent hand in the shop to leach him during 
the time he was to stay. He said he had not one 
at that tune, but that he would get the first one that 
came along; or, that if he did not get one here, he 
was going to Cincinnati, where he could get one 
very handy. 

A Lw days after this, I met a gentleman in the 
street, who wag well acquainted with this man, 
(who calls himself Miller!) and I told him what I 
had clone. He told me he wai sorry for it. for he » 
(Miller,) was certainly the meanest man that he had 
eve r be. n acquainted with in his life, and that he 
did not believe that Thomas would stay his time 
out with hint, and if he did. Miller would not learn 
him the trade, as he knew nothing about the busi- 
ness himself, and if he employed a decent man to 
work in his shop, he would stay no longer than he 
got acquainted with Miller. 

A short time after this, he employed a man by the 
name of Richards, who was a good workman, and 
well qualified to learn Thomas his trade; but he 
only stayed with him about one month. He also 
had in his employ a man by the name of McMillain, 
who was an habitual drunkard, who worked with 
him when he was sober. As long as he would stay , 
he came nearer suiting Miller, I believe, than any 
person he had ever had in his employment. 1 be- 
lieve he was there, at diflerenl times, some eight or 
ten months, when McMillain would stay no longer. 

He was then without a journeyman for a longtime. 

He at length got a loafer , (perhaps from Indiana.) 
who was no workman at all; lie, perhaps, did not 
stay more than two weeks. Miller was again with- 
out a journey man. He did not get another one un- 
til sometime in April last, when a studv, orderly, 
decent youn<* gentleman, by the name of Jackson, 
from Pennsylvania, came to this cit\ , who is as good 
a workman as any in the State. Miller employed 
him some five or six weeks. There was, about the 
same time, another young man came to this city, 
who he could have got, if the one he had did not 
suit him, for they were both decent men, and it is 
well known that no decent man suits Frymiller. 

About the same time, he got a NEGRO, who 
suited him precisely. He is hs near his own tem- 
per, disposition and principle, I believe, as any oth- 
er man in the State. He then dismissed the white, 
and put the negro foreman in the shop. When 
Thomas w« nt into the shop, and found the negro 
there, he informed Erymiller ‘ that he would not 
work in the shop with any such a mean, low-life 
negro as he was ” Frymiller told him that he 
would put who he pleased to work in his shop, and 
that if he did not like it, he might quit Thomas 
to ik him at his word, and rame Dome before Mill- 
er’s face, without his making the least objection 
to it. 

I was from home at the time Thomas came. I 
had heard sometime before that Miller’s father had 
been put in the penitentiary , and 1 began to think 
he was a son of Erymiller, the Coppersmith, a man 
that I knew well, and knew had been sent to the 
penitentiary. 

While absent from home a short time since, I 
met with a gentleman who was well acquainted 
with this man who calls himself J F Miller, and I 
asked him if l e was not a son of Frymiller, the Cop- 
persmith. He told me he was. I then asked him 
if he knew how he came to change his name? He 
told me he “did not, without he expected when he 
left here and went to Louisville, that it he changed 
his name nobody would know him. »md perhaps he 
would be thought to be a gentleman.” 1 remarked 
to him, t* at itlic wished to be treated as a gentle- 
man, all ihat was necessaiy was to change hu con- 
duct, and act like a gentleman; that changing his 
name would do nogoed. He laughed and said, “he 
expected Frymiller never thought of that.” 

1 have now given the public a fair statement of 
the facts, and leave them to judge. My neighbors 
blame me only for letting him stay as long as he did 
with Frymiller. Thomas learned but little more 
while he stayed with him than he would if he had 
been in a shop by himself. I am certain th«t if Mr 
Frymiller was a mau of any principle whatever, he 
would say that I had done right. 

I blame him, in the first place, for coming here 
under a fictitious name; for it is well known, that 
J. F. Miller and Joseph Frymiller are twoseperalc 
and distinct nan es. If he had called himself by his 
right name, I would, at once, have known who and 
what he was. This he did not do — therefore, he 
put a deception upon the public. 1 had not seen 
or thought of him, to the best of my recollection, 
for upwards of fi'leen years. 1 geve Mr Frvmlller 
a full and fair chance to get a workman to learn 
Thomas his trade, and when he did get one, he 
would not keep him. Nothing would do him hut 
a trifling negro. 

As to his threats about sueing, 1 disregard them 
I went to him more than a month ago, (soon after 
he commenced making his threats about sueing,) 
and told him that if lie wished to sue me. that if he 
would walk with me up to the office and get out a 
writ, that 1 would go myself and get the Sheriff to 
serve it on me, but he refused to do it. I am will- 
ing that he should sue me, or any body else, on 
Thomas’s account, ns I am both read) and willing 
to attend to it. But I think that if he has any little 
surplus change to spare, be had better lav it out 
at the marke t-house, for something for his family 
to eat, and not keep them running from house to 
house, day after day, borrowing and never pay ing.
